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New  Buildings  and  Present 
Construction  Badly  Needed 


NOT  since  the  completion  of  the 
Edwin  Watts  Chubb  Library  m 
1931  has  a  building  been  erected  at 
Ohio  University  with  funds  provided 
by  the  State  of  Ohio.  This  is  true, 
not  because  there  has  been  no  need 
for  add-tional  laboratories  and  class- 
room facilities,  for  in  the  last  five 
years  alone  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  student  enrollment  of  4i%, 
but  because  several  successive  bien- 
nial appropriation  periods  have  passed 
without  proper  recognition  of  the 
University's  needs  either  by  the  legis- 
lature or  the  governor,  or  both. 

Right  now  the  budgetary  askings 
for  the  forthcoming  two-year  period 
are  the  subject  of  serious  thought  and 
consideration  in  administrative  offices. 
Just  what  amounts  of  money  will  be 
requested  for  new  buildings,  salaries 
and  wages,  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion, etc.,  have  not  at  the  moment 
been  determined,  but  they  will  be 
soon. 

Meanwhile,  however,  a  faculty  ad- 
visory committee  on  the  budget  has 
submitted  to  President  James  its  re- 
commendations as  to  requests  for  new 
buildings.  Its  total  program  would 
call  for  an  appropriation  of  approxi- 
mately one  and  a  quarter  million  dol- 
lars to  be  apportioned  as  follows: 

Science  Building,  $400,000  to 
$450,000;  Classroom  Building, 
$400,000;  Restoring  and  preserving 
Cutler  Hall,  the  Wings,  and  other 
Construction,  $100,000';  Remodeling 
of  present  Science  Building,  $t  0,000: 
Service  Building,  $50,000:  Stadium 
Dormitory   Club   for  Men,    $50,000:

Land  Purchases,  $100,000:  Renova- 
tion and  repairs  of  Present  Plant,

The  amount  suggested  for  a  nevi- 
science  building,  a  primary  need,  i.^^ 
somewhat  larger  than  the  amount. 
$250,000,  sought  six  or  more  year.~ 
ago.  Recognition  is  given  to  the  facts. 
however,  that  the  present  enrollment 
of  3,288  students  requires  increased 
facilities  and  that  a  new  buildins; 
should  not  only  take  care  of  present 
needs  hut  also  allow  for  growth.  It 
is  the  belief  of  the  committee  that 
25%  is  a  conservative  allowance  t\)r 
increase,  providing  for  4,000  students 

P.  W.  A.  funds,  to  be  matched 
from  operating  income,  have  recenth- 
been  granted  for  the  erection  of  an 
additional  unit  to  the  men's  dormi- 
tory and  a  wing  on  the  north  side  ot 
Lindley  Hall,  girls'  dormitory.  The 
contracts  for  the  two  new  additions 
will  be  let  soon  and  work  started  im- 
mediately thereafter.  Warden  Cot- 
tage will  be  torn  down  to  make  room 
for  the  Lindley  wing. 

A  P.  W.  A.  grant  was  used  to 
build  the  first  unit  of  the  men's  dorm- 
itory which  was  occupied  a  year  ago 
this  fall.  The  original  unit  contains 
the  kitchen,  dining  room,  reception 
room,  and  rooms  for  the  housing  of 
90  men.  The  new  unit,  which  would 
complete  the  University  Terrace  side, 
or  front,  of  the  projected  quadrangle, 
will  accommodate  100  men.  At  Lind- 
ley Hall,  the  new  wing  will  care  for 
appro.ximately  90  additional  girls.  It 
IS  the  intention  of  the  university  to 
build  on  the  other  side  of  Lindley  lat- 
er, when  need  for  extra 
space  is  demonstrated. 

The  enlargement  of 
Howard  Hall,  another 
dormitory  f  o  r  women, 
linanced  as  above,  was 
completed  this  fall  in 
lime  for  occupancy  by 
M6  girls.  The  total  cost 
nf  the  project,  not  in- 
eluding  furnishings,  was 
$l^"\don.  The  picture 
at  the  top  of  the  page 
shows  a  group  of  co-eds 
at  the  entrance  to  the 
new  section  on  College 
street.

low    IS    ot    the    present    men's    dorm. 

A  P.  W.  A.  grant  of  $4^000, 
matched  by  $5  5,000  of  state  funds, 
will  he  used  for  the  remodeling  of 
the  Carnegie  Library  building  from 
a  structure  of  one  story  and  basement 
to  two  stones.  The  contract  for  the 
work  was  awarded  on  November  7. 
Blue  prints  indicate  that  on  each  of 
the  two  floors  there  will  be  six  class- 
rooms and  two  instructors'  offices, 
while  the  basement  will  have  four 
rooms  which  may  be  assigned  to  the 
military  science  department.  Ham- 
mers and  saws  are  expected  to  be 
heard  soon. 

Federal  authorities  last  summer  ex- 
pressed themselves  as  favorable  to  a 
grant  that  would  make  possible  the 
restoration  and  preservation  of  Cut- 
ler Hall  provided  the  University 
could  produce  its  share  of  $5>,000. 
Money  from  state  sources  was  not 
obtainable,  however,  so  the  opportun- 
ity to  preserve  this  group  of  famous 
buildings  as  a  monument  to  early 
American  education  was  lost,  at  least 
for  the  time  being.  A  committee  in- 
terested in  the  restoration  project  has 
questioned  older  alumni  and  residents 
of  Athens  concerning  the  state  of 
Cutler  Hall  prior  to  its  remodeling 
ibout  1890. 

A  ray  of  hope  still  exists  for  find- 
ing a  solution  to  the  problem  of 
financing  a  proposed  $250,000  Stu- 
dent Union  building,  which  has  been 
planned  as  another  self-liquidating 
project.  Assurance  of  success  is  far 
fnim  definite,  but  somewhat  encour 
aging  progress  is  reported. 
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College  of  Dental  Surgery  and  College  of 
Pharmacy  Once  Affiliated  With  University 


Let's  see  tiie  h;inds  ot  those  who 
know  that  there  were  once  a  college 
of  dental  surgery  and  a  college  of 
pharmacy  affiliated  with  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. What,  not  a  hand!  Oh,  yes, 
there  are  the  hands  ot  a  few  "old 
timers."  But  so  long  ago,  and  tor  so 
brief  a  tmie,  were  the  two  profes- 
sional departments  connected  with  the 
University  that  even  the  old  timers 
have  difficult)-  recalling  the  arrange- 
ment. 

In  the  annual  university  catalog 
for  190.^-04  there  tirst  appeared  an 
announcement  of  the  "Department  ot 
Dental  Surgery  of  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity, The  Cincinnati  College  of  Den- 
tal Surgery  (231 -2.1  .^  West  Court 
St.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio)."  Twenty 
pages  of  text  were  devoted  to  a  des- 
scription  of  the  school,  the  curricu 
lum,  the  requirements  for  admission 
and  graduation,  special  features,  and 
a  listing  of  the  faculty  and  the  board 
of  trustees.  The  six-member  hoard 
was  made  up  of  three  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Ohio  University 
and  three  members  of  the  board  ot 
the  Cincinnati  Dental  College,  an  in- 
stitution that  apparently  opened  its 
doors  about  1890.  William  Howard 
Taft,  then  civil  governor  of  the  Phil- 
ippines, was  listed  as  a  member  of 
the  advisor)'  hoard  of  visitors. 

A  combined  faculty,  laboratory 
staff,  and  oral  hospital  staff  of  thir- 
teen persons,  all  of  whom  possessed 
the  M.  D.  or  D.  D.  S.  degrees,  was 
advertised,  and  the  school  was  de- 
clared to  be  a  member  of  the  Nation- 
al Association  of  Dental  Faculties. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental 
Surgery  was  conferred  upon  candi- 
dates who  had  satisfactorily  complet- 
ed the  four-year  course.  Regular 
terms  were  of  seven  months'  dura- 
tion, "with  ten  days  allowed  m  case 
of  illness."  It  was  the  avowed  pur- 
pose of  "the  officers  and  teachers  to 
concentrate  their  attention  and  ex- 
pend their  energies  with  one  single 
end  in  view  —  to  prepare  students 
in  their  chosen  profession,  that  they 
may  practice  in  any  State  or  coun- 
try." Whether  with  the  approval  of 
the  students  or  not,  the  authorities 
declared  that  "parents  sending  their 
children  to  this  College  can  feel  as 
sured  that  a  watchful  eye  will  be 
kept    upon    them    and    their    welfare 


considered,  and  any  dcvi.itions  from 
the  path  of  industry  and  strict  atten- 
tion to  duty  will  be  reported."  Two 
years  completed  in  a  high  school  or 
Its  equivalent  were  required  for  en- 
trance into  the  freshman  class.  A 
matriculation  fee  of  $5.00  and  subse- 
quent  fees  of   $100   for  each  of  the

four  years  comprised  the  cost  of  an 
education  in  dentistry  at  the  Cincin- 
nati school. 

"The  janitor,"  states  the  catalog, 
"is  in  constant  attendance  at  the  col- 
lege building  .  .  .  and  will  aid 
the  students  m  getting  places  to  board 
and  room." 

Just  how  large  an  enrollment  the 
dental  college  could  boast  is  not 
known,  although  in  the  year  1899, 
thirty-six   men   were   graduated. 

In  the  same  catalog,  190? -1904, 
was  advertised  the  "Department  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  Ohio  University, 
The  Cincinnati  College  of  Pharmacy 
(614-618  West  Court  St.,  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio),"  with  a  faculty  of  ten 
members,  one  of  which  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Ohio  University  board  of 
trustees. 

The  pharmacy  school  was  incor- 
porated in  IS  "to,  and  conferred  four 
degrees;  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy,  Phar- 
maceutical Chemist,  Master  of  Phar- 
macy, and  Doctor  of  Pharmacy.  The 
school  was  one  of  the  first  of  its  kind 


to  drop  an  apprenticeship,  or  pre- 
liminary service  in  a  drug  store,  as 
a  requirement  for  admission.  Stu- 
dents who  were  under  the  necessity  of 
working  part-time  while  attending 
the  school  were  discouraged  from  en- 
tering, since,  as  it  was  stated,  "There 
is  a  wrong  way  and  a  right  way  of 
studying  pharmacy.  The  right  way 
requires  daily  purpose,  no  waste  in 
useless  work,  but  concentration  in 
study  and  daily  practical  applica- 
tion." 

It  was  recognized  by  the  college 
authorities  that  women  possessed  the 
qualities  of  "neatness,  deftness,  deli- 
cacy, and  precision  ...  to  a  high 
degree"  and  were  therefore  admitted 
to  the  institution  on  the  same  condi- 
tions as  men. 

Just  why,  with  a  set-up  seemingly 
so  promising  for  work  in  the  two  pro- 
fessional fields,  the  references  to  the 
two  colleges  should  be  reduced  in  the 
university  catalog  of  the  following 
year  from  a  total  of  thirty-three  pages 
to  a  single  line  on  the  back  cover 
page,  the  editor  of  the  Ohio  Alum- 
nus does  not  know. 

Inquiry  among  older  members  of 
the  faculty  has  developed  the  impres- 
sion that  the  arrangement  did  not 
prove  to  be  mutually  satisfactory.  At 
any  rate,  there  are  no  records  in  the 
Alumni  Office  or  in  the  Registrar's 
Office  of  any  graduates  of  the  two 
schools,  and  after  the  third  year  there 
appeared  in  the  catalog  no  reference 
whatever  to  the  erstwhile  affiliates. 

While  Ohio  University  has  never 
otfered  degree  work  in  medicine,  its 
course  in  preparatory  medicine  has 
long  been  recognized  as  one  of  its 
strongest  offerings.  The  course,  which 
IS  recognized  as  the  equivalent  of  a 
year's  professional  work,  was  first 
announced  in  the  university  catalog 
for  1893.  It  was  then  stated  that 
"upon  completion  of  this  course,  any 
student  may  be  admitted  to  the  third 
year  of  the  four  years'  course  of  study 
in  the  Starling  Medical  College,  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio.  Valuable  concessions 
will  be  granted  by  other  leading 
schools." 

Recognition  is  now  granted  to  Ohio 
University's  pre-med  majors  by  the 
finest  medical  schools  in  this  country, 
and  abroad,  including  Johns  Hopkins, 
Yale,  Harvard,  Cornell,  Jetferson,  etc. 
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Editorial  Comment     .     .     . 

IF  YOU  HAVE  been  vainly  casting  about  for  something 
for  which  to  be  thankful  at  this  Thanksgiving  season, 
you  might  be  grateful,  if  it  is  true,  that  you  are  not  one 
of  the  score  or  more  of  Ohio  University  men  and  women 
teaching  in  a  certain  school  district  in  Athens  county  who 
have  not  received  one  cent  of  money  for  their  services 
since  last  March  —  eight  months  ago.  The  situation  can 
be  explained,  we  presume,  but  certainly  not  justified. 
Being  teachers,  they'll  just  have  to  grin  and  bear  it,  realiz- 
ing meanwhile  that  the  endurance  of  the  consequent  hard- 
ships is  a  "patriotic?"  duty.  Maybe  so,  but  what  group 
or  class  of  workers  is  there  in  the  country  today  who 
would  work  uncomplainingly  for  two-thirds  of  a  year 
without  compensation?  We  don't  ask  the  men  and  women 
on  our  W.P.A.  projects  to  do  that,  and  we  would  sym- 
pathise with  their  protest*  if  they  were  thus  badly  dealt 
with. 

We  do  not  advocate  a  "walk-out""  or  a  "sit-down"" 
on  the  part  of  teachers,  although  it  is  surprising  that  some- 
thing of  the  sort  has  not  taken  place,  but  a  stiffened  resis- 
tance to  this  kind  of  mistreatment  is  sure  to  come  if  school 
patrons  and  public  officials  do  not  act  to  rectify  a  notor- 
iously bad  situation.  The  teaching  profession  does  not  take 
naturally  or  sympathetically  to  some  of  the  bargaining 
methods  of  unionism.  Neglect  of  their  vitally  personal 
interests,  however,  may  very  well  drive  its  members  to 
organization  and  stern  tactics. 


AND  WHILE  finding  cause  for  thanksgiving,  those  ot 
us  who  have  not  been  under  the  necessity  of  market- 
ing our  services  during  recent  years,  should  likewise  be 
grateful  for  a  kindly  providence. 


In  a  recent  survey  made  of  nearly  6,000  graduates — 
classes  of  1928  to  1936 — of  a  large  mid-West,  state  uni- 
versity. It  was  ascertained  that  the  first-year  salaries  of 
men  graduates  dropped  from  $1,900  in  1928  to  $1,200  in 
1932.    The  average  for  women  was  much  less. 

Before  the  depression  eight  out  of  ten  graduates  got 
jobs  immediately  upon  receiving  their  sheepskins,  but  in 
1932  only  65  per  cent  of  the  men  and  52  per  cent  of  the 
women  did  so.  Teachers,  engineers,  and  lawyers  had  the 
least  success  in  securing  jobs.  Some  forty  per  cent  of  the 
successful  job-seekers  found  it  necessary  to  accept  work 
of  a  nature  different  from  that  for  which  they  had  pre- 
pared. 

By  1936,  according  to  the  survey,  graduates  were 
finding  as  many  openings  as  before  the  depression,  but 
salaries  were  lower.  Men  averaged  only  $1,350  the  first 
year  out  of  college  in  1936.  Men  of  the  class  of  1928, 
eight  years  after  leaving  the  campus,  were  averaging 
$2,600. 

As  for  the  future,  the  conductors  of  the  survey — two 
very  able  men — forecast:  "Barring  war  or  a  recurring 
depression,  present  college  graduates  can  reasonably  expect 
to  earn  between  $2,001)  and  $3,000  eight  years  after  grad- 
uation." 


WHILE  THE  question  Upon  what  basis  do  you 
select  alumni  for  cover  page  honors?  —  has  only 
twice  been  actually  asked,  it  may  nevertheless  be  in  the 
minds  of  many  readers  of  The  Ohio  Alumnus. 

The  editor  wishes,  therefore,  to  explain  that  there  is 
710  formula,  definite  policy,  or  other  fixed  basis,  used  in 
choosing  the  persons  whose  portraits  appear  on  the  front 
page  of  the  little  magazine.  Without  meaning  to  detract 
from  the  hont)r  of  the  recognition  —  for  we  hope  it  is 
regarded  as  an  honor  —  we  may  say  that  the  monthly 
selections  are  much  more  than  casual  ones,  but  at  the  same 
time  are  not  the  results  of  carefully  weighed  and  adjusted 
decisions  arrived  at  in  an  effort  to  choose  the  most  distin 
guished  persons  in  given  fields. 

The  men  and  women  whose  likenesses  >'ou  have  seen, 
or  will  see,  on  page  one  may  or  may  not  be  the  most  out- 
standing among  the  ten  or  twelve  thousand  possibilities, 
but  in  every  case  you  may  be  sure  that  they  deserve  to  be 
classified  among  "'the  Ohio  University  men  and  women 
who  are  achieving,"  and  that  they  have  at  least  some  mod- 
est claim  to  distinction.  The  only  qualification  necessary 
IS  a  reasonably  interesting  and  successful  activity.  Nomi- 
nations for  the  cover  spot  will  always  be  very  cordially 
welcomed. 

At  the  rate  of  eight  or  nine  pictures  a  year  it  would 
take  many,  many  years  to  give  recognition  to  even  a  small 
proportion  of  the  "eligibles,"  so  if  your  portrait  does  not 
appear  on  the  magazine  this  month,  next  month,  or  even 
ever,  please  do  not  be  too  much  disappointed  or  become 
vexed  at  the  editor.

The  telescope  was  built 
by  the  Chicagoan  and  was  first  used 
to  pick  up  rays  from  the  star,  Arc- 
turus,  which  in  turn  were  translated 
m  electrical  impulses  which  threw 
light  switches  at  the  Century  of  Pro- 
gress Expt)sition.

Imagine  Ohio  University  football  without  little  Johnny 
Montgomery,  one  of  the  Bobcats'  great  backs  of  all  time. 
Johnny  has  given  us  all  some  of  our  greatest  grid  thrills, 
as :  that  90-yard  run  at  Marshall  last  year,  his  touchdown 
pass  to  Jimmy  Snyder  to  upset  the  lUini  this  season,  and 
his  superlative  passing  which  made  him  the  most  feared 
back  in  the  state.  Then,  powerhouse  Len  Janiak,  the 
Bobcats'  rampaging  fullback  this  season,  who  scored   71 


points.    We'll  miss  those  driving  legs  of  Len  next  season 
as  well  as  his  well  nigh  perfect  defensive  work. 

Chet  Adams  and  his  driving  tackles  and  brilliant  open 
field  blocking  will  be  seen  no  more  on  the  turf  of  Ohm 
stadium.

in  capable  performances  when  the  going  was  the  tough- 
est; Bill  Rodgers,  who,  even  though  handicapped  by  nu- 
merous injuries,  was  always  in  the  thick  of  the  scrim- 
mage; and  Clarence  Claugus,  a  rough  and  ready  guard; 
all  of  these  boys  and  Ralph  Mohler,  veteran  blocking 
back,  have  given  three  years  of  outstanding  service  to 
Ohio  University  on  the  gridiron. 

We're  sorry  to  see  the  boys  finish  their  gridiron  career, 
but  this  IS  no  time  for  sadness.
